CHURCH OF THE CRUCIFIXION, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 


The Church of the Crucifixion is located in 
South Philadelphia at Eighth Street and Bainbridge. 
The church is a brick and stone structure, in fair 
condition, seating approximately 350 people. The 
church has estimated replacement value of $40,000.00 
and some $35,000.00 is carried in insurance. The 
parish hall, contains five rooms and kitchen on 
the first floor, an auditorium and powder room on 
the second floor, a sitting room on the third floor, 
kitchen, dinning room, and bedrooms on the fourth floor. 
The parish hall has a valuation of $29,220,00 and 
is insured for $24,500.00. The third and fourth 
floors of the parish house have been set aside for 
the use of the rector. In addition, the parish has 
a summer home which is a building of stone and brick 
construction containing seven rooms, and another home 
containing five rooms on the same property. Use 
of the summer homes is limited to picnics, scout groups, 
and one-day outings. 


THE CHURCH NEIGHBORHOOD 


The Church of the Crucifixion is located in a 
section of the city that is occupied primarily by 
downtown commercial uses, dwellings) and apartments. 

The area is becoming increasingly commercial with 

people moving out of the area and new stores being 

opened. Several census tracts have been selected 

as the parish area served by this congregation and 

within these census tracts there was a total population 
of 28,919 persons in 1960. Of this number 16,155 

persons were non-white, makingrup 55.9% of the membership.

The median age for these census tracts is much 
higher than that of the community as a whole, which 
of course, reflects on the lower percentages of persons 
14 years of age and under. In most of these census 
tracts the educational background of adults 25 years 
of age and over is below that of the average of the 
Greater Metropolitan Community, but not unlike similar 
sections of the city. 


The following chart gives in detail some of 
the population characteristics of the area, as they 
were in 1960. 


A total popúlation of 28,919 was recorded in 
1960, and of this number some 255 persons were 
members of the Episcopal Church, making up 0.9% of 
the total population. Of these 255 Episcopalians 
28 were recorded as members of the Church of the 
Crucifixion, making up 11.0% of Episcopalians and 
10.4% of the parish membership.

THE CHURCH PROGRAM 


This is a congregation with some unique 
features making it different in many respects 
from what might be described as "a normal situation". 
This statement is reflected in the fact that only 
20 families were reported within the membership 
but some 301 persons were recorded as individuals 
not in families. A total of 301 baptized members 
and 92 communicants were recorded. Of these 
communicants, at the time of our Study, 60 attended 
church regularly, 20 occasionally and 75 were 
living outside of the community but not transferred 
to other parishes. 


On the average Sunday approximately 50 persons 
attended church regularly. There were 25 persons 
enrolled in the church school, including four teachers 
and 21 students. There were three classes including, 
kindergarten, intermediates, and seniors. The major 
problem faced by the church school was to secure 
teachers and students. 


Organizations serving the Church of the Crucifixion 


were: the Men's Fellowship, the Altar Guild, the Church 
Choir, the Episcopal Churchwomen, and the Vestry. 


There have been many changes in the program since 
the time of our Study and the church is moving forward 
on all fronts. However, when this Study was made the 
major problem facing the congregation seemed to be the 
possibility of a crosstown expressway which would 
force this congregation to move at some future date 
(probably within five years).

The movement which resulted in the establishment of this Church was made by a 
respectable gentleman, Mr, Thomas A, Latimer, a layman of St. Paul's Church of 
this city about “eburary 15, 18l6, He rented a room of suitable dimensions for 
Divine Worship and invited the colored population to attend. 


For nearly three-fourtns oi the first year, the mission was chiefly dependent for 


religious services on the rectors of some of the largest of our city Churches. 
On the lst of November, 1816, Rev. Edward Ce Jones became connected with the mission 


and Divine Worship was conducted by him, statedly at 2 building on Bedford Street

Latimer, in a short time, a church was duly organized, namely as an "Episcopal

Free Mission Church" about April 12, 1817, Soon after, Articles of Association 

as a church, under the name of "Church of the Crucifixion" were proposed, submitted 
to the Bishop and Standing Committee, presented to the convention and accepted, as 
stated above. Attendance at.that time averaged 90--5/6 colored and 1/6 white,

REPORTED MEMBERSHIP FROM MAPS 


A total of 268 members were recorded on the 
membership distribution map and the highest single 
concentrations of membership was located west of 
the church in the western fringes of Philadelphia, 
with a secondary concentration of members located near 
the church but west of Broad Street. The following

The Chuch of the Crucifixion reached its largest 
membership in the year 1950 when Some 635 members 
were reported, but since that time the membership 
has shown a steady decline so that by 1960 there were 
258 baptized members reported, 80 communicants,and 
30 members of the church school. 


During the three-year period 1961 through 1963 
a total of 19 persons were presented for baptism 
and eight persons were presented for confirmation. 
The ratios of baptisms and confirmations to the com- 
municant strength were 7.3% and 3.1%, respectively. 


The total reported expenditures for this three- 
year period were $23,718.00, and of this amount 
some $689.00, or 2.9%,was expended for work outside 
the parish. In the future, consideration should be 
given to increasing the percentage of total ex- 
penditures for work outside the parish, and this would 
undoubtedly include the immediate parish area, as 
well as money sent to the diocese for the diocese, 
nation, and world=wide mission of the church.

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DATA ON THE CONGREGATION 


It is to be regretted that no Episcopal 
Census was received from this parish. Leaders 
of the congregation would have had a useful 
tool in the analysis of the age-sex characteristics, 
the proportionate age-group sizes, and the occupational 
and educational breakdown.

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DISCUSSION AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


THE CHURCH OF THE CRUCIFIXION, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 


When the material for this Study was presented 
the route of a proposed cross-town highway went 
directly through the church and parish house property 
of this congregation. Plans had not become final 
and it is in this atmosphere of uncertainty and 
apprehension that the congregation is meeting. The 
shadow of the highway is the major concern of this 
congregation. 


There are other considerations that may be 
just as important for the future of the congrega- 
tion. 


1. The church, parish house and priest's 
quarters are in very poor condition, 
requiring several thousand dollars for 
renovation and rehabilitation. If the 
highway department decides to take another 
route and the leaders of the congregation, 
in consultation with diocesan officials, 
decide to remain in this location the 
property should be examined with care by a 
competent engineer recommended by the 
diocese. Church structures built during 
the last century are not always fitted for 
present day conditions. 


2. If the diocese and leaders of this con" 
gregation decide to remain in the community 
area, whether or not the highway goes through, 
a radical change in the entire church program

should be considered. The congregation is 
gathered from many sections of the city. 
About one-tenth of its members come from 
the neighborhood area but more than 50% 
live three or four miles west of the church. 
The church exists primarily as a self- 
serving organization. Lay members of the 
church do not share in the work of the 
ministry that is expected to be provided 

by a resident priest. This is not enough. 
Neighborhood changes and human needs cannot 
be dealt with by a worshipping absentee 
membership so concerned about its structure 
and finances that there is little energy 
left for mission concerns. If the congrega- 
tion is to continue, its members must be 
trained for mission. This is not easy and 
cannot be done in a short period of time. 


There are many things about this congregation 

we do not know. We do not have the benefit 

of an Episcopal Census and much more information 
on this church is needed. What is the age 
structure of the congregation? What is the 
percentage of persons 65 years of age and over, 
14 years of age and under? How does the 
membership compare with the neighborhood 

parish area in which the church is located? 
What is the turncver in membership? 


There are several alternatives facing this 
church, not entirely dependent upon condemnation 
proceedings by the Highway Department.

Church in the west end of Philadelphia 

where a majority of church members live. 
Assets and monies from the sale of properties 
would go to the general funds of the merged 
congregation. 


The congregation could dissolve and en- 
courage members to attend churches in 

their scattered neighborhoods. Church 
properties could be sold and the money 
realized set aside for inner-city ministries, 
possibly within the same area. Diocesan 
strategy might call for a detached ministry, 
possibly inter-denominational in character 
operating out of store-front or church 
buildings. The Church of the Crucifixion is, 
at present, operating alone -- as if it were 
the only church in the area. The congregation 
makes its decisions from the perspective of 
its own view of the world rather than as a 
branch of the Universal Church. Such isolation 
is a contributing factor to the periods of 
despair and defeat which afflict so many 
congregations. 


Another possibility is to face squarely the 

parish area as an opportunity for mission. Is 

the Episcopal Church needed in this section of 

the city? If the answer is "yes", another question 
should be discussed, "why?" The answer to this 
question will determine future planning by the 
congregation and the diocese. 
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Parish leaders should arrange meetings with diocesan 
authorities to explore the future paths facing this con- 
gregation.
